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Note by the Indexer 


This index contains subject and author indexes for the period January 1968 to 
December 1979 (Volumes 11-22) of Ergonomics. Although the external appearance of 
the journal has remained unchanged, several changes have occurred. The most notable 
was in January 1978 when the number of issues per annual volume was increased from 
6 to 12, thus increasing the number of pages per volume by 200. 

The range of articles has been widened by the introduction of Review Articles in 
1968 and Memoranda in 1979. 

The editorial structure has also been changed to separate out psychology and 
physiology under the direction of a General Editor. The following have been General 
Editors during this period:
